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ELECTRIC LIGHT SIGNALING. 


SomE interesting experiments with electric search 
lights bave just been made at Mount Washington, 
N. H. The distance from the summit to Portland, 
Me., is about 85 miles in a direct line, but, according 
to the published accounts, although the beam of 
light was directed above the beads of the observers 
in Portland, it was plainly visible to their upward 
gaze as a needle-like beam shooting across the sky. 
When it was ascertained at Mount Washington by 
telegraph that the beam of light was visible in this 
manner, it was arranged to flash it so as to spell 
out with the telegraphic alphabet the words 
“Mount Washineton,”’ which the Portland opera- 
tor found no difficulty in reading. Other words 
were successfully deciphered, apparently without 
avy difficulty or delay. In order to avoid low 
clouds the light was directed at an angle of 45 de- 
grees from the air line between the summit of 
Mount Washington and Portland, so that the opera- 
tor in that city saw the beam at a point 80 miles 
above his head and 110 miles from its source.

BEHAVIOR OF THE BENNINGTON, 


U. 8. 8. Bennwineron, Tarrp Rats, 
Bagi, BRazin, July 10, 1892. 
Honorable Seoretary of the Navy, Navy Department, Wash- 

ington, D. C.: 

Sim: I have the honor to report, in connection with mv 
letter from Montevideo, Uruguay, No. 23, dated July 10, 
1802, that the Bennington sailed at 2 P. M.,on that day; she 
was delayed two bours and a half, to enabie the proper bills 
and vouchers for stores to be made out, after being other- 
wise ready. Eventually the payment of some of the smaller 
public bills was arranged to be made from another port; it 
being Sunday the contractor, who had been up all the pre- 
ceding night, stated that he could not get the 
clerical force to make the bills out. 

At the time of departure there were frequent rain squalls, 
the wind being moderate from 8.8.E., with the barometer 
about three-tenths above the normal. Having reached the 
mouth of the river, with point East at Maldonado, hearing 
N.W., distanc 15 miles, the ship was run east (true) 70 miles, 
in order to get agood offing from the dangerous Castillo 
eoast, where so many wrecks bave so recently occurred, 
and then beaded N, BE. During the night and next morning 
the wind and sea increased, and it me evident that a 8. 
B. gale was approaching. These gales are not frequent, but 
follow 8. W. gales, called Pamperos, and are the most to be 
feared, as they produce wery heavy seas. The gale nad so 
increased by the afternoon of the llth that I reluctantly 
hove the ship to under steam, storm mizzen and foot of the 
main try sail, headiog BE. by &. As the sbip bas never befcre 
been in a heavy gale at sea, nor, so far as my ioformation 
goes, either of ber sister ships, I shall describe her behavior 
more minutely than [ otherwise should. Previous to heav- 
ing to, one medium si merchant steamer had been passed 
hove to, The gale appeared to be an ordinary ooe#n storm; 
the greatest force of the wind as logged was 10; the seas 
were heavy, but nothing unusual fora galein the open 
sea, Thesbip bebaved remarkably wellia every respect, 
she did not roll excessively when runoiog, and in lying to 
was very steady and comfortable; at no time did she ship a 
sea, though very wet from spray and combers; her sea-go- 
ing qualities appeared to allto beexcellent. The next 
morniog, the 12th inst., the wind, which remained 8 B. had 
much decreased ia force, and is logged from 6 to 7; the sea 
bad also apparently decreased. 

At dapite t the ship was kept away and proceeded on her 
course N. E , with storm canvas set. As the engines raced 
their revolutions were decreased to 90,’ be speed being about 
¥ knots. Toe vessel was kepton her course uaoder these 
circumstances, without any material change tor 24 hours, 
muking fairly good weather. Ono the morning of the 18th, 
pussed a bark bove to. 

During the torenoon of the 13th the sea for some un- 
kn >wn reason greatly increased; the wind, which remained 
about the same force, had buauied to south and the ship 
commenced to roll heavily. Rolls 88 to port and 2 to star- 
bourd were accurately recorded by observers using the 

Webster clinometer. Kept the ship away N. N. E. to bring 
the seas more astern aod occasionaliy as far as north, as 
they were seen to approach. About noon of the 18th the 
sbip being lat. 30 deg. 13 mia. 8., long. 42 deg. 21 min. W., 
the seas were particularily beavy, and were estimated by ob 
servers on the bridge, which is 30 ft. above the water line, to 
be 40 it. bigb; toey seemed to be confused, and though gen- 
eraily from abeut 8. E. those coming from different direo- 
tions, from E. to 8., could be seen to meet and break, their 
resultant beiog a wall sided cone of water, very bigh and 
very disastrous in its ¢ ff ct upon the movements of thesbip. 
Several of the oldest otticers on board stated that these were 
the beaviest seas they bad ever seen, The batcnes had been 
kept battened down partially or wholly since heaving to on 
the lith inst. Nosail wassetasthe wiod was about aft: as 
the ship rolled the water would spout through the clearing 
ports like a tountaiv and occassionally a littie woula come 
over the lee rail, I became convinced it was no longer pru- 
dent to ruo the ship, and besides she had been kept away tu- 
wards the Brazilian coast on a course that would before 
lopg bring ber too near it. 

At about ? P. m. I decided to heave the ship to and called 
all bands for that purpose; while preparations were being 
made I saw an immense sea coming and put the belm up to 
get the ship off before it; she did not pay off quickly 
enough and itstruck her on the quarter, greatiy neeling 
her tu port; unfortuoately the hee: was not recorded, but 
asit was by farthe heaviest roii it must have been 40 or 
more, As I looked aft trom the bridge I saw seas pouring 
in over the lee rail, the whole gap between it und the whale 
boat being filled with foamy wuter; the boat itxelf shipped 
water, and its keel is 5 ft. above the rail. The ship seemed 
to bang in this position for a moment and then righted. The 
water-tight doors in the cabin bulkhead bad been closed 
aud po water got below. After this sea a smooth time fol- 
lowed; the helm wus put bard down; the lee engines started 
atiulispeed acd the weather one slowed; and as soon as 
they would take the afterstorm sails were set. The ship 
came up to tbe wind 7 quickly without shipping any 
water and was kept heading 8.8. E. In this position she 
lay easily, without much motion and without shipping any 
water. At first oil was used. but this was afterwards dis- 
eontinued as uonecessary. The storm mizzen was kept set 
tor atime, but as the wind bauled tothe soutuward and 
westward, it wastakenio. I bave never seen a sbio lie to 
better or perhaps as well as the Bennington did, H+r en- 
gines were both kept going just sutbcieutly to give ber a 
lair steerage way ad consequently she never fel! off into 
toe trough of the sea; ber spred through the water was from 
two to three kuots. I believe this to be the proper method 
for modern ships to lie to, instead of the old style with sails, 
keeping the beim down, the sbip falling off, gathering bead- 
sas, CaS luffing to and losing way to repeat the same move- 
men 

The Bennington was kept hove to fora day and a half, the 
wiod meaotime becoming light, but the sea remaining 
beavy. Nutbing of a cyclonic nature could be discovered 
abvuut the storm, the barometer remaining stationary all of 
the time except its diurnal tidal variation, When the ship 
was kept away On her course she rolled from 20 to 26 each 
way tor balfaday,ana the long 8. E. swell continued ior 
foree days through a distance of 800 wiles. A fresh N. E. 
wind in the latitude of Rio Janeiro cid not stop its progress. 
1 probably erred in runoiog the sbip so long, but was loth 
defeated 
by the joss of a littie time. Not much damage was done to 
the ship by the gale. The bridge worked considerably, 
sheering off the voice tubes and endangering the steering 
gear. It was secured as well as possivie with tackles; it 


sbould bave additional braces. The launches, particularly 


the steam launch, worked, and they required additional 
fastenings for such occasions. A leak started around the 
ruager it, but it was eventually stopped by setting up on 
the stuffiog box. There bas been a slight leak there most of 
the time during the cruise. The method of exciuding water 
about the rudder post in this ship, was originally used in

THE NEW MANUAL OF GUARD DUTY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue object iu publishing the new manual, through 
the JouRWAL, being with the view of securing “ ori- 
ticisms and suggestions,” the following are offered: 

The officer of the day should have some distin- 
guishbive badge of office. 

Pars. 18 and 31. These paragraphs require impos- 
sibilities. When men, as is so often the case, are put 
on guard more or lees ignorant of guard dutv, it is 
abeurd to hold the commander of the guard ‘*re- 
sponsible for the instruction ... of the guard "— 
be can not see “that all its members are thoroughly 
inetructed in their duties.” He can learn 
whether or not individuals are pested in their 
duties, but that is aboutall. Guard duty should be 
made as much apart of the reorulit's barrack in- 
struction as is his drill, and company commanders 
should be beld responsible if their men are not pro- 
perly instructed before they are put on guard. 

Par. 27. Drill regulations (par. 99) preseribes that 
*‘atacks will not be made with the bayonetif the 
rifles have been stacking awivels.”” As«all our rifies 
have such swivel, hold to the drill book. Heretofore, 
where there were two ways used in stacking, men 
seemed never to know how to stack by either. 

Pars. 83, 47, 92 and 96. Why these twenty five in- 
spections in addition to the one at guard mounting 
which is sufficient? Probably not one gun in ten thou- 
sand ever gets out of order during an ordinary 
guard tour; sbould one ever happen to me 60 
the soldier wou'd quickly make it known. 

Pars. 8 and 126. No such callas “To the Stand- 
ard”’ is found inv drill regulations, 

Par. 147. Prescribe the way a sentry should state 
bis orders—thus, for instanos: “ My orders are gen- 
eral and special. Tbe general orders are divided into 
general orders proper; orders in case of fire or dis- 
order: night orders, and orders for salutine. The 
general orders proper are:" (gives them). “The or- 
ders in case of fire or disorder are:" (gives them), 
and so on through the general orders, after which: 
“My special orders are: My post (number so and 
so), extends from to .”’ and then the rest. 
Something of the kiod is needed. 

Until Kennon’s Manual appeared, one of the gen- 
eral orders in the writer's regiment was: “Allow no 
nuisance to be committed on or near my vost,” a 
very important item of sentry duty in the field. 

Pars. 178.174 and 175. Why begin te complicate 
what bas been #0 nicely simplified in Kenaon? Let 
the sentinel always say: “Halt (so and so); advance 
one with the countersign.” Make thesentry's Soe as 








simple as possible—prescribe no useless 1t- 
ting. 
Par. 189. Useless haireplitting here. [f other 


sentries call: “Halt’’ (so and so), No. 1, should also 
sav: “Halt” (so and eo), not simply, “Halt.”’ 

Par. 194. “ . . Within 30 paces of a sentinel, or 
within six paces of his post.” This is not clear; one 
may be within six paces of a sentinel’s post and not 
within a 100 vards of the sentinel; saluting distance 
is but 80 vards. 

Pars. 195 (2d) and 196 seem to conflict unless the 
last paragraph refers to guards. Under the heading 
“Compliments from guards and sentinels,” the mat- 
ter is not well classified—sentinels and guards should 
not be so intermixed. 

Pare. 209, 210, 229 aod 287. The restrictions of par. 
89 are sucn that if the guard were commanded by an 
officer, it would not psrade for a funeral escort 
commanded by a non-commissioned officer; for the 
pew guard if similarly commanded or for the colors 
when borne by the color guard. 

Par. 214. Luclude, also, the number of bis post. 

Par. 249. How often bas one seen a cavalry soldier, 
or a ligot artillery soldier, march on guard “com- 
pletely armed,” much less “completely equipped.” 

Pars. 266 68. The book should be amplified. There 
is a wide, vague, undefined gap in our 
tween the mounting of a camp guard and outpost 
guards. There is a field officer of the day—when and 
bow does he first appear? If (256) the “Assistant 
Adjutant General forms the conungents,” what is 
the procedure? There should be some uniformity 
about it throughcut the Army. Much that would be 
of value is left upsaid in these matters. 

Par. 359 (24 cluuse). Tois will, as it always has, re- 
main a dead letter except as between general pris- 
oners aud. the two other classes. The necessities of 
service, consideration for sentries and other men not 
in confinement render the order inoperative except 
as stated. 

Par. 866. Why but one prisoner at a time? This 
bas never been done and never will be for obvious 
reasons. Sucbha rule,if carried out, might delay 
the march of an army daily more or jess, depending 
on the number of prisoners. SOLDIER.

Tue “ Official Register of the Officers and Cadets 
of the U.S, Military Academy—June, 1892,” has re- 
cently been distributed. As is usual, it is filled 
with information as to personnel and as to the regu- 
lations, which govern the appointment and ad- 
mission of cadets. 
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THE naval manwavres, which array one portion 
of the British Navy against another, are somewhat 
too tame, in spite of the maxim ‘“‘ When Greek,” 
ete. Why do not the English invite their neighbors 
across the Channel toa friendly trial of strength 
at sea? Let a joint commission of English and 
French naval officers formulate a plan, establish 
the rules of the contest, and select the umpires 
from other nationalities. We would suggest the 
Emperors of Germany, Austria and Russia. Such 
a friendly international contest would help to solve 
some interesting naval problems, upon the discus- 
sion of which mountains of paper and oceans of ink 
are being expended to little purpose. Neither 
nation need have any fear of exposing its weakness 
to its neighbors. They have already a pretty 
accurate estimate of each other’s fighting power, 
and a sham contest, such as we propose, would give 
a more correct estimate of the elements of resolution 
and ability, which are the determining factors even 
in modern warfare. 





A CHATTANOOGA despatch says: ‘“* The indications 
are that the approaching reunion of the Army of 
the Cumberland will be one of the largest Army 
gatherings of recent years. The brigade of General 
Wilder alone will have 1,200 of its former members 
in attendance to lay the corner stone of its monu- 
ment in the Chickamauga National Park. General 
Grant, Acting Secretary of War, has approved as 
the location of this monument a point fifty feet 
south of the Widow Glenn’s house, which was Gen. 








Rosecrans’s headquarters on the field.”’ 


THE LESSON FOR THE DAY. 


THE answer we give elsewhere to the constantly 
recurring question as to the power of the President 
of the United States over the State troops is of es- 
pecial interest just at this time. The complete con- 
trol which the Chief Executive has over the 
National Militia is but imperfectly understood, 
and every now and then the dictum of some local 
Solon is quoted against the statements we have 
found occasion to make upon this subject from time 
to time. 

The only limitations upon the President's au- 
thority, as it will be observed, are the indirect 
ones involved in the necessity, in case of insur- 
rection, of waiting for the application for aid from 
State authorities, and the control of Congress 
over the public purse. It is hardly to be assumed 
that any man elected tothe office of President 
will unnecessarily call for the services of citizen 
soldiers. The danger lies in quite the opposite di- 
rection, and in wnat we have said in regard to the 
future we have had in mind, not so much the 
strength of the advocates of disorder as the weak- 
ness of a political system which elevates to supreme 
control in the state or nation, men without a clear 
appreciation of the necessity for acting with prompt- 
ness and vigor in case of emergency. 

Thus far we have been able to profit by the ex- 
periences of the War ef the Rebellion, and we stil! 
have in positions of control men trained in the 
school of military experience. But the time hast- 
ens when the last of these will disappear from 
the muster rolls of the men ot the Grand Army, 
whose hearts even now, “like muffled drums, are 
beating funeral marches to the grave.” We do not 
for a moment question that they will leave behind 
them when they go successors quite competent to 
fill their places, but the influence of military ideas 
and military methods will be less controlling then 
in high places even than it is now. What we fear 
is that the crude ideas concerning all matters mili- 
tary will once more become as dominating as in 
the days when the supine Buchanan—not he of 
Tennessee—let the power which the Constitution 
authorized him to exercise fall unused from his 
pulseless hands. Boast as we may of the results of 
our great war, the fact that the disturbance was 
not settled in Mr. Seward’s ninety days is a reflec- 
tion upon our executive methods. 

The experiences of 1860 are always in danger 
of being repeated in this country as the history of 
their results grows dim in public recollection. Each 
generation must learn its lessons anew, and experi- 
ence is only made effective in the establishment of 
institutions, and in methods of action formulated 
in law and reeognized custom. Until this country 
comes toa realizing sense of the weakness of a 
system which takes no proper account of military 
methods we are always in danger. The worthless- 
ness of the sheriff with his processes and his posse 
comitatus, in the case of an outbreak arousing any 
measure of local sympathy, has been over and over 
again demonstrated. Every credit is to be given to 
the State militia for their devotion, but it is obvious 
that they are not in a position to respond without 
undue hardships to themselves to the strain of a 
long continued contest. 

Still, itis very fortunate for the Regular Army 
that the militia have been left alone to deal with 
the disturbances in New York, Pennsylvania and 
Tennessee. It has brought home to the apprehen- 
sion of a large class of men who influence public 
opinion as Army men can never do, the value of 
professional training and experience. The brief so- 
journ at State camps is of undoubted value, but far 
more valuable is the experience of being called out 
of bed at the tap of the drum to answer to the call 
of duty. 

Again, actual contact with the agents of disorder 
has done more during the past few weeks to rid the 
militia of its Iams that the tying up of a hundred 
men by the thumbs could possibly do. The Ameri- 
can mind is quick to receive new impressions, and 
the difficulty we have always had to contend with, 
in our efforts to educate public opinion on behalf 
of the military services, has been the existence of 
the most mistaken views as to the actual facta, 
among those whose interests and sympathies are 
naturally with the Services. Experience is the great

dispeller of delusions; many a young man has 
within the past few weeks obtained for the first 
time some dim conception of the real purpose of 
military organization, and the true value of soldierly 
devotion and discipline. 

{t is very fortunate, too, for the Army that it fas 
not been forced into a position where it Would have 
to take the curses now directed against,.the repre- 
sentatives of military authority in the person of the 
National Guardsmen. These curses would have 
been louder and deeper, while even more unreason- 
able, if regular soldiers had been their victims, but 
in that case they would have awakened a popular 
response, which is now lacking. An obvious change 
is coming over public opinion with reference to 
these labor troubles of periodical occurrence. 
Whatever sympathy they may have for the 
rights of labor, thoughtfal men are _ begin- 
ning to. realize that association with or- 
ganized society imposes duties as well as 
confers rights, and that we must first of all have 
order and then liberty. It isa lesson that the 
American people sorely need. A thoughtful stu- 
dent of sociology, Andrew D. White, our present 
Minister to Russia, has recently shown in a public 
address at Cornell that Americans have attained to 
a bad eminence in their disregard of the restraints 
of law. We'follow next after Italy in our record 
of crimes of violence, and, as Mr. White shows, 
there is a dangerous disposition in this country to 
view with complacency the miscarriages of law that 
permit so many rascals to go unwhipped of 
justice. More vigor in the enforcement of legal 
penalties is sadly needed here. A century or more 
ago, when the English law was more than dracon- 
ian in its severity, the growing spirit of humanity 
compelled the adoption of legal expedients to re- 
strain the too severe application of unrighteous 
penalties to persons who were not to be included in 
the criminal class. Now that our laws are less severe, 
and the necessity for these safeguards of innocence 
no longer exist, these restraints upon the prompt 
administration of justice remain to plague those 
whose office it is to preserve the public peace by 
sifting out the criminals from among the honest 
men and subjecting them to the control of law. 
Military methods may be considered arbitrary, but 
they are just, and they are only severe as are those 
Divine laws whose unfailing operation keeps the 
Universe in order and makes sentient existence pos- 
sible. 








Amp.Le time having now been afforded for ex- 
periment with the Indian in his new role as a sol- 
dier the comments on this subject of department 
commanders in their annual reports will be read 
with interest. Private letters received in Washing- 
ton indicate that some of these reports will not be 
as favorable as the early advocates of this method 
of employing the Indian have hoped for. The uni. 
form has been in uo sense a gold cure for the red 
man; be still insists on having his ‘‘fire water,” 
and whether he gets it or not there is still trouble 
iu store for the company commander. Many in- 
stances are reported of drunken Indians, notwith- 
standing the strict regulations of the canteen, and 
company officers almost despair of making a refor- 
mation. The War Department is just now lending 
little encouragement to the enlistment of Indians, 
The fact is the present Secretary is very friendly 
to this hobby of his predecessor. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Tribune 
raises a question as to the facts concerning the re- 
moval of the remains of James Monroe, fifth Presi- 
dent of the United States, from the Marble Ceme- 
tery in Second street, New York, where they had 
reposed for 27 years, to Holywood Cemetery, Rich- 
mond, Va. These are the facts: April 2, 1858, 
the Legislature of Virginia appropriated $2,000 for 
the purpose of the removal. At a meeting of the 
Virginians resident in New York, Major Henry 
Hill, paymaster, U. S. A.,a Virginian who joined 
the Confederacy, was appointed chairman of a com- 
mittee to co-operate with the city authorities in 
providing for the proper removal of Monroe’s 
body. This committee subsequently choose eight 
pall-bearers, among them Major Hill and Lieut.- 
Gen. Winfield Scott, U. 8. A. The City of New 
York appropriated $2,500 for the expenses to be in- 
ocurred. After much competition among the var- 
ious regiments of the Natioaal Guard, anxious for 
the honor of acting as the escort to Virginia, the 


7th Regiment, Colonel] Duryea, was Ghosen. The’ 
8th Regiment was selected as “an escort and guard 
of honor” during the removal of the remains from 
the Marble Cemetery to the New York City Hall. 
The Jamestown, of the Virginia line of steamers, 
was placed at the disposal of the Committee of Ar- 
rangements, and the 7th Regiment chartered the 
Ericsson, then recently transformed from a caloric 
ship into a steamboat, and the cutter Harriet Lane 
was tendered by the Government. The following 
order was issued by General Scott: 


GENERAL OrpDEas No. 16, t 
HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, June 26, 1858. 


It being understood that the remains of the illustrious 
Monroe, some time President of the U. 8., will, about the 3d 
proximo, be shipped at New York for Richmond, Va., the 
commanding officers of Forts Columbus, Hamilton and 
Monroe will each be on the look-out and in succession, as 
the steamer containing the remains is discovered to be 
within five miies of the post, (if the sun be above the hori- 
zon) lower his flag to half-mast, commence firing minute 
guns and continue these honors until the vessel 6 bave 
passed to a like distance beyond the fort. 

By command of Bvt. Lreut.-Gzn. Scort, 
IRWIN McDOWELL, Assistant Aajutaat General. 

Monroe’s remains were taken from the cemetery 
in 3d street on Friday, July 2, 1858, to the Church of 
the Ascension, New York, where the coffin was 
placed on view foratime. From thence they were 
escorted by a civic and military, procession under 
the command of Brig.-Gen. Wm. Hall, N.G.S.N. Y., 
to the City Hall. Next morning the remains were 
escorted to the steamer Jamestown by the 7th Regi- 
ment which embarked on the Hricsson for Rich- 
mond. The remains were disembarked at “ Rock- 
etts’’ on July 5, and placced in a hearse drawn by 
six white horses, attended by six negro grooms. 
Hence they were escorted by another mixed civio 
and military procession direct to Hollywoed, where 
they were finally interred ir the soouthwest corner 
of the cemetery on an eminence commanding a 
magnificent view of the city and its environs and of 
the James River. Governor Wise delivered an 
address at the grave, and a dinner to the visiting 
troops followed the interment. In his speech at 
the dinner Gov. Wise declared that he, like the fa- 
thers of the Republic, was “‘for union for union’s 
sake.”” Of the American Constitution he said: “ It 
was a work, too, of glory and a work of inspira- 
tion. I believe that as fully as I believe my bible.’’ 
Within three years Gov. Wise was engaged in an 
attempt to break up the Union and the 7th Regi- 
ment, of New York, was hurrying down to Virginia 
a second time to assist in maintaining the authority 
of the inspired Constitution. Major Anderson, of 
Fort Sumter, was among those entertaining the 
Seventh at Richmond. According to a report of the 
time Col. Casey proposed ‘the Army of the United 
States,’ and called upon Major Anderson to re« 
spond, but that gentleman had sloped,’ fleeing 
from the only enemy he dreaded, a popular au- 
dience. On its way home in 1858, the Seventh 
visited Mount Vernon and stopped at Washington, 
where they were reviewed by President Buchanan 
and were the recipients of many attentions. 








PROFEsSOR GEORGE L. ANDREWS, of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy, distinguished as a soldier and a 
scholar, will be retired for age on Wednesday next, 
Aug. 31, his sixty-fourth birthday. He was gradu- 
ated number one in the class of 1851, promoted to 
the Corps of Engineers, and resigned in 1855, and, 
until the war broke ont, held several prominent po- 
sitions as a civil engineer. In May, 1861, he was ap- 
pointed lieut.-colonel of the 2d Massachusetts Vol- 
unteere, and in November, ]862, was appointed a 
brigadier-general, U. 8. V. is record in the field 
was a distinguished one, and in March, 1865, he re- 
ceived the brevet of major-general. At theclose of 
the-war he returned to civil life, and from 1867 to 
February, 1871, was U.S. Marshal for the State of 
Massachusetts. On Feb. 28, 1871, he returned to the 
Army as Professor of French at the Military Acad- 
emy, and on June 30, 1882, was appointed Professor 
of Modern Languages. Under the Jaw, his services 
with his beloved Alma Mater now close, and he with- 
draws to the quiet of life on the retired list followed 
by general esteem and good wishes.

They are not so used toit as we 
are over here, where a little thing like ninety-five 
degrees in the shade is scarcely thought worth 
noticing.

Although there have been no extraordinary 
occasions during the past year, yet we infer, from 
our observation of current Army matters, that there 
will be found to have been a full measure of profes- 
sional advancement. The troopsin all sections of 
the country have been kept busy, some in the field 
and some in the garrison; the lyceum system has 
developed into a power for good, and. although 
hampered in some directions by lack of adequate 
means and material, Major-General Schofield will 
be able to render a satisfactory account of the arm 
of the Government committed to his charge. 








Tue New York Times says: “‘ The two companies 
of United States Infantry stationed at Fort Porter 
are being held in readiness should their services be 
required to help in putting down a riot. Major 
Powell, the post commandant, is in New York City 
on official business, Capt. Cornman is in command 
during his absence. The men are not allowed to 
leave the post except an hour orsoatatime. A 
general order has been issued for the men to hold 
themselves in readiness for duty at a moment’s no- 
tice.” We would remind the Times that no special 
preparation is necessary to fit the troops of 
the Regular Army for marching orders. Their 
motto is “ semper paratus.”’ 








AT a recent political convention held in Osburn , 
Wash., among resolutions passed was one saying: 
“We commend the action of the Governor of this 
State and the President of the United States, and 
their subordinate officers now stationed here, for 
the promptness with which they have afforded this 
community that protection which the law promises 
to every peaceable person. We also commend the 
prudence and abstention from all needless violation 
which has characterized the temporary supremacy 
of military law in our midst, and pledge our utmost 
endeavors to relieve the military authorities as soon 
as possible of the disagreeable duties now devolved 
upon them.”

RECENT DEATHS. 

A pEspatcs from London, Eng., received early in 
the week said: “General Henry Prince, eighty- 
three years old, a retired Army officer and a class- 
mate of General Robert E. Lee, committed suicide 
at Morley’s Hotel late on the night of Aug. 19. He 
was found in a chair in his room Aug. 20, shot 
through the head. He had been depressed for a 
long time. He left a letter addressed to his friends 
saying that bis life had been ruined, and now the 
burden was overwhelming him with weakness and 
pain to an intolerable degree. The letter concluded 
by eaying that as his physician could not cure him 
he should bave removed him with drugs. The jury 
returned a verdict that the deceased came to his 
death from a bullet wound inflicted by himself 
while temporarily insane.”” General Prince had a 
distinguished record. He was graduated from the 
Military Academy in 1835, was promoted to the 4th 
lofantry, served in the Florida war, where he was 
wounded, and in the Mexican war, where he received 
the brevets of captain and major for bis gallantry 
at Contreras, Churubusco and at Molino del Rey, 
where he was severely wounded. In 1847 he was 
promoted captain and in 1655 was appointed major 
and paymaster. In 1862 he was appointed brigadier- 
general of volunteers and served with distinction 
during the war, being in many engagements. For 
his gallantry he received three brevets in the Regu- 
lar Army, lieutenant-colonel, colonel and brigadier- 
general. In April,1866,he was mustered out of the vol- 
unteer service and returned to duty in the Pay De- 
partment, being promoted lieutenant-volonel and 
deputy pay master-general in 1877. From April, 1869, 
to February, 1871, be was on duty as chief pay- 
master, Department of the East, and from June 28, 
1875, to Dec. 31, 1879, as chief paymaster, Division of 
the Pacific, besides many other responsible duties. 
On the latter date he was retired from active ser- 
vice. He bas resided in London, Eng., for several 
years past. 

LIEUTENANT JOHN N. Guass, 6th U. 8. Cavalry, 
who died suddenly at Fort Washakie, Wyo., Aug. 
15, was an officer of excellent record. He was grad- 
uated from the Military Academy in 1878, and at- 
tained the grade of 1st lieutenant in 1885. His death 
will bea sad blow to his relatives and friends in 
Tennessee. He was killed by being thrown from 
his horse, about 9 P. M., at the Shoshone Indian 
Agency. His horse was frightened bya red light 
which bad been placed on a pile of bricks, and 
shied, throwing him to the ground. His neck was 
broken by the fall. The accident was witnessed 
by a number of Indians. He leaves a wife and 

eight children, who are at present visiting relatives 
in the East

NAVAL RESERVE. 


Tue monitor Passaic bas been placed in drydock 
at the Charleston Navy Yard, to be fitted as the 
training ship of the Massachusettes Naval Militia.

N., of the Wabash, and Ler engine- 
room force will be composed of men from the regu- 
lar Navy. Lieutenant-Commander Soley will be 
second in command as executive officer.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


As issue has not yet been joined between Lieut. 
Samuel Seabury, U. 8. N., and Ensign R. B. Dashiell 
on the question of a of invention it is prema- 
ture to consider the subject. It 1s known that 
Lieut. Seabury has for the past twelve years madea 
special study of ordnance matters, and that he 
patented, in 1890, an improvement in the handling 
of the screw breech block of heavy guns, by means 
of which the three motions of turning the block in 
the breech, withdrawing it from the gunand swing- 
ing it out of the way on one side, might be so com- 
bined and operated as to enable the whole to be 
done in asingle motion. Since then he has made 
improvements in the original invention, for which 
he has also received patents. He claims that a 
model of bis invention was shown to the Naval 
Chief of Ordnance, Commo. Folger, who said, after 
examining it: “ Yes, thisisa very good thing—in 
many respects superior to anything we have now.” 
After some conversation on the subject of royalty 
the use of the device was offered to the Government 
for the amount charged for the same sized gun by 
the Driggs Ordnance Co., $250 each. Commo. Folger 
promi: to try the gup and blue print copies of the 
drawings of a 4-inch gun were sent to him and blue 
= of new gas check designed by Lieut Seabury, 
ntended to be attached to the ordinary surge car- 
tridge case, so as to give the advantage of fixed am- 
munition to the cartridge as well as to avoid the use 
of De Baunge gas check, which absorbed so much 
space in the bore of the gun. These were sent in 
June aod July, 1890. Sept. 29, 1890, he was informed 
by the Bureau that they had other designs devel- 
oped by its assistants, which Commo. F. considered 
superior in some respects to thoseof Lieut. Seabury. 
From the report of the Bureau for 1890 Lieut. 8. 
learned, as he states, that the Bureau had con- 
cluded to adoptkthat invented by Ensign KR. B 
Dashiell. The Bureau refused to give Lieut. Sea-. 
bury any information as to Ensign Dashiell’s device, 
but an inspection of it at the Washington Navy 
Yard satisfied him that it was an infringement upon 
his patents. He accordingly brings suit for in- 
fringement. 


The exhibition run of the Sims-Edison electric 
torpedv has been postponed until later in the sea- 
sod, owing to the absence from New York and Wasb- 
ington of a large number of the invited guests of 
the company. 


Owi1ne to the intense heat which prevailed 
through Austria, Emperor Joseph countermand- 
ed the orders for the holding of the military 
mang@uvres which were fixed for Aug. 29. The ac- 
tion of the Emperor was due to reports received 
from Uarniola, where manceuvres have been beld 
notwithstanding the extremely hot weather. The 
soldiers were in heavy marching order, and were 
compelled to take the field in the broiling sun and 
march and counter march, charge and re-charge, 
with all their accoutrements. The resuit was that 
200 of them were sunstruck. These were all placed 
in the care of the physicians in charge of the field 
hospitals. Eleven meu out of the 200 died. There 
is a feeling of indignation that the military authori- 
ties should have forced the men to maccuvre in 
such weather.

THE HOMESTEAD CASES. 


On the indubitable facts of the Homestead case, 
which I bave taken great pains to gather from au- 
thentic sources, | have po hesitation in expressing 
my opinion, as follows: First, That the owners of 
the mills bad a perfect legal right to employ any 
necessary number of men to defend their property. 
Secondly, That all the acts of the Pinkerton men ar 
Homestead were lawful, and that, as watchmen, 
they bad a right to bear arms on the premises of the 
Carnegie company in order to protect life and pro- 
perty, whether they were or were not deputized by 
the sheriff of Allegheny County, and that the 
agency had aright to ship arms for such purposes 
from Chicago to the Carnegie yards at Homestead 
and tbat, in view of the attack on the barges, the 
watchmen bad aright to bear arms and defend 
themselves; and that all their acts in firing in self 
defence frum the barges after the attack on them 
were legally justifiable under the laws of the United 
States and the Staie of Pennsylvania. Thirdly, 
That the killing of Klein by one or more of the riot- 
ous etrikere wasa murder. Fourthly, That all who 
stood by, sympathbizing with and encouraging the 
strikers, or not exerting themselves to prevent the 
strikers who weie armed from firing on the barges, 
were accessories to the murder.—The Hon. George 
Ticknor Curtis, in North American Review for Sep- 














THE SITUATION IN TENNESSEE. 


AT last accounts Gen. Carnes bad succeeded in 
getting control of the situation in Tennessee and the 
Board of Inspectors has decided to return the con- 
viots to the mines, and leave the matter of their 
rental during their term of idleness, together with 
other questions, to be settled by the Legislature, by 
arbitration, or by the courts. A large force will be- 
gin work on new stockades, and when the convicts 
are sent to these places they will be strongly 
guarded to prevent any attempt to release them

Hundreds of miners, suspects and citizens are 
under arrest, including the leader of the outbreak, 
who, to save himself from being lynched, has of- 





fered to turn state’s evidence. Charges of murder, 
manslaughter, carrying concealed weapons, forgery 
and rioting will be preferred against several of the 
most notorious aggressors. Every man found 
armed during the insurrection or any one directly 
connected in the instigation of the lawlessness on 
the part of the miners will be held as accessory. 
Seventy to one hundred miners are supposed to 
have been killed. 


GOVERNOR FLOWER, on the 24th of August, issued 
an executive prociamation reciting the sections of 
the Penal © presoribing for the offense of wil- 
fully injuring railroad tracks, etc., and other prop- 
erty, penalties of fine and imprisonment. He says: 


I warn all persons engaged tn the violation of the above 
law to desist therefrom, and I call upon all sheriffs, magis- 
trates, district attorneys, and otber civil ae and 
upon all good citizens to aid in the enforcement of said law 
one - the punishment of all criminals who are guilty of its 
violation. 

I hereby offer a reward of $100, to be paid upon the arrest 
and conviction of each person who shall during the next 
thirty days violate any of the provisions of the said sections 
of the Pena! Code relating to steam railroads. The failure 
or omission of any sheriff. district attorn«y or other civil 
officer to take the most. active steps in his power to enforce 
said provisions of the Penal Code will be considered suffi- 
cient cause for removal. 


A dispatch from Atlanta, Ga., August 2%, reports that 
Georgia bas her convict scare. All the military companies 
in North rgia were under arms and special trains were 
waiting to carry them to the coal mines in the extreme 
nortkern part of the State, on the Tennessee border, where 
convicts are employed. It was reported that the Tennessee 
miners were going to attack the convict camps and turn 
the inmates loose. 





tHE STATE TROOPS 

THE PRESIDENT’S AUTHORITY OVER MILITIA. 

WE are again asked whether the President of the 
United States has authority to call upon the militia 
of the several States in time of danger, and whether 
he can address an order direct to a given militia or- 
ganization. Inreply we say that militia organiza- 
tions are as absolutely under the orders of the Presi- 
dent of the United States as the organizations of the 
Regular Army, whenever in his judgment their ser- 
vices are needed. He can, in case their services are 
called for, order them from one State into another; 
he can send them across the borders into Canada in 
case of war, and he can load them upon transports 
and send them out of the country, if, in -his 
judgment, that step becomes necessary to pro. 
tect the country against invasion. Whatever con- 
trol, in short, the war-making power gives him over 
any body of men that control he has over the mili- 
tia. There is no limitation upon his authority in 
this respect that does not apply equally to the Regu- 
lar Army. The highest authority upon the inter- 
pretation of the Constitution, Judge Story, says: 
“The militia may be called out either by requisi 
tions upon or orders to the State Executive, or by 
orders direct to any subordinate officer of militia.”’ 
(Story Const., Vol. it., Par. 1212.) 

The President’s authority arises whenever the 
United States shall be invaded, or be in imminent 
danger of invasion from any foreign nation or In- 
dian tribe, and whenever a State shall call upon him 
to suppress an insurrection. 

During the war of 1812-15, and among many other 
pretexts resorted to by some of the States to embar- 
rass the National Government, it was claimed that 
a State Executive could decide whether or not acall 
for the militia was justified by the existing ciroum- 
stances. 

The “constitutional scruples” of the militia as to 
the power of the President to order them oat of the 
United States resulted in their refusal to travel 
across the Canada line to the aid of the regulars, 
who were seriously engaged, led to the failure of 
@ well planned enterprise with serious lors. 
In the case of Martin v. Mott, bowever, the 
Supreme Court of the United States has silenced 
such pretensions. Judge Story, in delivering the 
opinion of the court in that case, says: “ We are al) 
of opinion that the authority to decide whether the 
exigency has arisen belengs exclusively to the Pres- 
ident, and that his decision is conclusive upon all 
other persons. We,think that this construction ne- 
cessarily results from the nature of the power it- 
self, and from the manifest object contemplated by 
this act of Congress. He (the President) is necessar- 
ily constituted the judge of the exigency in the first 
instance, and is bound to act according to his belief 
of the facts. If he does so act, and decides to call 
forth the militia, his orders for this purpose are in 
strict conformity with the provisions of the law; 
and it would seem to follow, asa necessary conse 
quence, that every act done by a subordinate off- 
cer, in obedience to such orders, is equally justifi- 
able. The law does not provide for any appeal from 
the judgment of the President, or for any right in 
subordinate officers to review his decision, and in 
effect defeat it. Whenever a statute gives a discre- 
tionary power to any person, to be exercised by him 
upon bis own opinion of certain facte, it is a sound 
rule of construction that the statute constitutes bim 
the sole and exclusive judge of the existence of 
those facts. When the President exercises an au- 
thority confided to him by law, the presumption is 
that it is exercised in pursuance of law. Every 

»y fi cer is presumed to act in obedience te his 


duty, until the contrary is shown; and, a fortiori, 
this presumption ought to be favorably applied to 
the Chief Magistrate of the Union.’’"—12 Wheaton, 
30-33. 

Also see 14 Peters, 458, and 8 Wallace, 83; and 
Scott's Military Digest. 

A simple statement of these facts shows the folly 
of those who argue that labor organizations must 
ultimately triumph in an attempt to override the 
law. Inthe first place “the wolf careth not how 
many sbeep there may be,” and unarmed and un- 
disciplined organizations cannot count upon num- 
bers. Next, it is within the power of the law to 
bring under the orders of the President the very 
men who are assumed to be arrayed against the au- 
thorities. I‘ does not matter what their disposition 
may or may not be, asto fighting ina particular 
cause; military discipline and martial law are quite 
equal to the task of compelling them to thier purpo- 
ses. The law of the land is ample for the maintenance 
of authority under any circumstances. The danger 
lies not in the number of its enemies, but in the 
weakness of its administrators. Yielding in the be- 
ginning to the spirit of mob violence compels in the 
end asacrifice of lifeand property that might be 
readily saved by the display of proper firmness in 
the beginning. This is clearly shown by the ex- 
periences of Tennessee contrasted *with those of 
New York.

THE RAILROAD SWITCHMEN'S STRIKE. 
BurFra.o, August 25. 


Tue strike of the railroad switchmen has at last 
been declared off,and one of the beaten and dis- 
comfited strikers has turned upon Grand Mas- 
ter Sweeney and soundly thrashed him. If it 
had been strictly in the line of official duty the Na- 
tional Guards men here would bave been glad to have 
taken a band in this just punishment. Sweeney bas 
made lots of trouble for them and given them much 
hard work. However, with it he has also secured 
for them the opportunity to show their quality and 
to gather valuable experience. 

Why we were left without food for the first 
twenty-four bours? all areasking. Wasit for want 
of proper preparation on the part of the officials 
whose duty it was to provide, and is the lack charge- 
able in any measure to the fact that an over-zealous 
Adjutant-General went over the heads of the brig- 
ade commanders in ordering out the troops? Should 
we or should we not have fared better had the usual 
routine of military adminstration been followed? 
Empty stomachs do not reason, but if there is any 
question more imperative than another it is that 
asked by an empty stomach. Intestinal convolu- 
tions under such circumstances shape themselves 
into interrogation points and woe to him who can 
and will not answer. Being kept on guard duty all 
night and then required to breakfast on a single 
sandwich at nine o’clock and cold coffee without 
milk or sugar does not promote emiling approval of 
superior headquarters. The result has been experi- 
ences recalling those of Sherman's bummers during 
the war. Hungry men will forage. 

With a citv lke Buffalo within easy reach, and 
centres of supplies all along the route from New 
York, why could not some means of supplying the 
men have been found? 

It is not necessary to go into the details of the 
work of the Guard while on duty bere, for the datly 

apers have set them forthio detail. That they 

ave done remarkably well nobody can deny, and 
the spectacle of their prompt mobilization bas been 
a very instruc'ive one. There will be opportunit 
later on to make some practical application of their 
experiences with reference to future contingencies. 

The encounters between the rioters and the Guard 
bave not been numerous, but they bave been excit- 
ing. One of the most noticeable of them is that in 
which Mr. Charles J. Leach, who hes been connect- 
ed with the Army AND Navy JourNat for twenty 
years, boy and man, was concerned. He was one of 
a detail of twenty men from the 12th Reagt., Oapt.. 
Burns’ company, sent to guard a freight train on 
Sunday afternoon last. The railroad men under pro- 
tection felt very nervous, but they were assured that 
they should receive ample protection, and the 
train guard were instructed to shoot if necessary. 
As they went through one of the worst districts a 
stricker threw a brick ata “‘scab’' and it narrowly 
escaped hitting Mr. Leach. He took quick aim at 
the man who threw it and put a bullet through bis 
jaw, from the effect of which he bas died, The shot 
was nota random ope and it did ite work effect- 
ively, preventing further demonstrations in that 
line against the 12th. No second shot was fired, as 
women and children were in the crowd, but it was 
not needed. [In justice to Mr. Leach it should be 
stated that this letter does not come from him.— 
Epitor.} The guard duty hereis exciting and the 
wen like it, in spite of the unwonted privations they 
are compelled to endure, such as living in a malodo- 
rous and malarious swamp which forms the home 
of the 12tb. 

Unlike Col. Dowd who has ordered his men to 
shoot when necessary, Colonel Ausen, of the lé4th 
Brooklyn, trusts to the bayonet. But the strickers 
have a much wholesome dread of the long taw fight- 
ing, which makes it impossible for them to take ad- 
vantage of the superior muscular development 
which their occupations give them.

Water and washing are 
forgotten luxuries and some of our soldiers might 
readily be mistaken for tramps beating their way 
along the railroad.

The Buffalo girls may come out by night, but wesee 
nothing of them, and seen or unseen, our hearts are 
trues to Poll. 

Whatever may be said in the papers, the opinion 
of those here is that most of the trouble is made by 
the vicious elements either sympathizing with the 
strikers or seeking to make their outbreak ex-

THE 18ST REGIMENT, M, V. M., AT FORT WARREN. 


Fort WARREN, Boston, MAss., Aug. 18, 1892. 

For the first time in the history of the State of 
Maseachureets a full regiment of its militia has oc- 
cupied a Government fort for drill and instruction. 
The arrival of the companies on the night of Aug. 
6 made things lively hereabouts, and it was rather 
late before the camp quieted down. With the sun- 
rise gun pa! rar 4 was up and about, the enlisted 
wep in particujar belpg very much about, for 
hardly had the smoke drifted away from the salut- 
ing gun before parties of them were scattered all 
over the island on tours of inspection. 

The appearance of the camp was wost pleasing. 
Tbe lumbering up of the tents with boxes and other 
materials, seen at Framingham camps, was absent. 
A visit through all the company streets showed all 
of them to bave been nicely policed while the in- 
terior of the tents were as neat as possible. 

Monday worning opened fine and clear. Setting 
up drill took place at six o’slock and continued for 
balf-an-hour;: then followed breakfast and then 
guard-mountine, but previous to the regimental 
ceremony the regular garrison beld their mount. Of 
course there was but a small detail, but everything 
went off witha snap that opened the eyes of the 
militiamen, and gained for the “ Regs” much ap 
plause at its close. This little regular duty by the 
garrison gave the regimental guard several pointers 
as to the neatness of appearance, soldierly bearing, 
condition of equipments, etc., that bore excellent 
fruit during the week. Major Morgan’s battalion 
of four companies furnished tbe day’s guard. Capt. 
Braley wae officer of the day. and Lieut. Moore offi- 
oer of the euard. 

The details looked picely and came out fairly 
well, but the position of leftarm at the command 
of “open order” was faulty along the whole line. The 
manual was good, and during inspection of pieces 
the men were very steady. ‘The break into pla- 
toons and the start off for the march past could 
have been improved upon, but the march past itself 
was very good. 

The usual routine on the 9th commenced with the 
sunset gun. The entire command had the setting up 
drii] as an introduction to breakfast, and then fol- 
lowed guard mount. The ceremony was performed 
better tban any yet seen heretofore, the formation, 
in particular, being very good. The march past 
was good as far as alignmen's were concerned, but 
only about one-tbird of the officers looked towards 
the officer of the day.

THE CONNECTICUT ENCAMPMENT. 


When the C. N. G. marched bome Saturday after- 
noon, their veteran-like appearance, their steady 
marching and their general! soldierly bearing, 
made it apparent to the eye of the casual observer 
bow much they bad improvedin the one week at 
Camp White. And what was trueof them was true 
of the whole brigade. 

The encampment marked an epoch in the history 
of the’ C.N.G@. The old forms of drill had been 
abandoned and the new regulations put into effect 
after only three or four months of practice. As 
Major Sheridan, of the Fourth Artillery, remarked, 
s' lt is barder to forget the old than it is to remem- 
ber the new.” 

The officers and men had studied faithfully 
and had looked forward largely to the camp 
as the only place where many of the move- 
ments under the pew regulations would be ex- 
ecuted, the intervals between men and companies 
revdering them impossible in an armory.

But 
these same principles, unfortunately, were not car- 
ried on into the battalion and regimental! drills. This 
may bedueto the fact that it was deemed best to 
do a little and do that little well, leaving to future 
camps the elaboration which so many had looked 
for here.

Here were 3,000 men, taken from all walks of life, 
and many of them having their enly week in the 
whole year out of doors. With them, also, was a 
good-size regiment of waiters and hangers on, from 
among whom, it may be ssid, more arrests were 
made than among thesoldiers. It 1s not denied that 
there were cases of drunkenness and neglect of 
duty, but they wereso rarethat they simply em 
phasized the rule that the men were well bebaved. 
ace the exceptions every time were surely discip- 

ned. 

Avy observing visitor who “ made the rounds ” 
Friday night, the great night of the week for “open 
house,”’ must have been impressed with the in- 
creasing number of soldiers and civilians who say 
no when urged to drink after they have had enough. 
The old principle of compelling one’s guest to 
drink whetber or no bas been relegated, much to 
the satisfaction of guests, soldiers and civilians, 
and much to the benefit of the morale. In several 
of the companies there was a large percentage of 
men who did not touch a drop. 

The wen are all right; the only thing they need 
is proper instruction from their officers. And io 
this connection it may be said that it was a matter 
of regret that there was no systematic study of 
guard duty this year under direction of a brigade 
staff officer or other officer. 

In a word it may be said of the Connecticut sol- 
diers that they brought much credit upon them- 
selves. The patient labor of their officers bore good 
fruit. As arule they kept their appearance of neat- 
ness, blousers were buttoned, saluting strictiy ub- 
served, quarters kept neat and tidy, and in general 
the streets were quiet after taps. 

It was announced on parade Wednesday evening 
that the entire brigade would be invited to take 
part in the Columbian parade in New York Oct. 21. 
Acceptance is made possible by the greeny of 
the commander-in chief, Gov. Bulkeley, whose love 
for the men and whose zeal for the glory of the State 
is unbounded.

CATERING FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Capt. B. L. Zauinski, 5th U.S. Art., bas been in 
Buffalo this week and bas been taking observations 
of the way in which troops of the National Guard 
are fed. e gives some excellent views on the sub- 
ject, the gist of which is that the men should have 
some instruction in cooking when practicable in 
time of peace. Capt. Zalinski says: 

Let the experiences of the organizations ordered for duty 
at Buffalo show that the State authorities have not given 
sufficient thous ht to this essential matter. Tbey have pro- 
vided for the feeding of the State troops for the single case 
of the encampment at Peekskill. But this does not in the 
slightest ree cover the necessities of the more general 
conditions of such active service as the troops may be called 
upon to take part jn atapy time, At the State encampment 
the men are fed by caterers, and no attempt is made to have 
instruction given in this very necessary element of a sol- 
dier’s duty, cooking. It is said that the men would consider 
the work of couking degrading and would not relish the 
ordinary articles of the soldier's food. It is not necessary 
that they should doali the work involved in cookiog aor 
that the rations should be limited to the few articies torm- 
ing the chief elements of the soldier’s fare in tne field, Io- 
structed cooks could be providea and assistants bired to do 
the mere drudgery connected with the work. But men from 
each command should be detailed fur instruction in cook- 
ery, and these should be called to cook daty some of the 
standard articies of the soldier's food asa pon of the daily 
menu. This should be done with just the facilities that 
would be availiable in the fleld, Shouid they not succeed in 
their first attempts no great harm would be done, 

The National Guard will learn from their experi- 
ence of actual service how necessary it is to bave on 
staff positions and other positions of ‘responsibility 
men who understand their duties. Going without 
the comforts of life because some mano who has 
sought military honors does not understand his 
duties is a very useful object lesson.

OHIO ARTILLERY. 


The First Regiment Light Art., 0. N. G., the only regi~ 
ment of National Guard Artiliery io the United States, 
went into a six days’ encampment at Newark, O., on Aug. 
ll. The fiela officers are Col. E. C. Brush, Zanesville; Lieut. 
Col, E.O. Dana, Cincinnati; Major O. J. Hopkins, Toledo, 
and Major J.C. Ewart, Akron, 

The First isan eight four-gun bat regiment, with a 
membership ot officers und men. Its armament con- 
sists of 16 three-iuch steel rifles, twelve Gatlings and 4 old 
brass Napoleuns. ‘Ihe latter were left at home und it 
is hopea to have them replaced witb something modern. 

Last winter the city of Newark donated to the State of 
Obio a tract of land just west of the city limits to be used 
as a State camp ground for the Obio National Guard. The 
grounos are weil adapted to military purposes, The water 
is excellent, the drainage is good, the soil absorbs water 
readily, the facilities tor target work, both for infantry 
and artillery of the best, the surface of the land is smooth 
and railroad communication witb all parts of the State is 
good. No appropriation bas yet been made by the State to 
put these groucda in prover shape, 

Tne Artulery was the first body of troops to occupy these 
grounas, aod with beautiful ceremony they dedicated them 
to the use of the National Guard of Obio, On these 
grounds are the great octagon and circle builded by a pre- 
nistoric race. Tne octagon is pertect in sbape and large 
enough tor a full brigace to encamp within ic. 1t was once 
agreutearth work with wallsor embankment evidently 
ten to fliteen feet high, At each angie there was an open- 
ing as wide a8 an ordinary road and inside each angie some 
twenty yards from the opening, wasa short embankment 
to cover the upening. 

A heavy raiu feil early on the morning of the lith, but 
by the next aay the gruuads werein good shape and the 
regiment iost no time in getting down to solid work. 
Bvery thing wasin good form, andthe whole encamp- 
ment & grubd success, except the supply of ammuni- 
tion was sbort, which was uo fault of the troops, as a 
requisition bad been sent infor it tullytwo months be- 


tore. 

Onio bas reason to feel proud of ber Artillery. In active 
service it would provea most efficient organization. Its 
discipline is of an excellent type,its officers would bea 
credit to any army, its non-commissioned officers are a set 
ot bright, ambitious young men, ripening into suitable ma- 
terial 1rom whicd to make officers. Tne enlisted men urea 
splendid booy of artilierymen,and their conduct during 
the encampment was of the best. Itis very gratifying to 
gee 80 Many youdng Men Of real merit in the ranks aod wear- 
ing the chevrons. Battery H, ot Columbus, is known as the 
University buttery va account of 80 many of its members 
being students or alumni of the Obio State University. 
Men ol the sume Class are found in every battery.

In a conversation between Gen. Porter and Capt. 
Luscomb, of the 13th Regt., in which an instance 
was cited of a man holding a position as teller 
in one of the New York banks, to whom notice had 
been sent that his place had been filled, Gen Porter 
said thatso far the instances were not numerous, 
and in every case the employers would be urged to 
take the honorable and magnanimous course.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


During 1891 the sun shine instrument at Green- 
wich, Kog., recorded 1,222 hours of sunshive during 
the 4,454 hours in whicn the sun.was above the hori- 
zon, tne proportion being 0,274. 

A HUNDRED and thirty officers have announced 
their intention of taking part in a long distance 
ride between Vienna and Berlin. The winner of 
will receive a prize of £1,000. The German officers 
will start from Berlin and the Austrians from 
Vienna. 

TuE German Government is said to have decided 
pot to use any white borses in the army in future. 
It is claimed that owing to the adoption of smoke- 
less powder animals of this color could be seen from 
a disiance during a battle, and could be easily de- 
troyed by the enemy. 

THE publication by the General Staff, German 
Army, of the manuscripts of the late Field Mar- 
shal Count von Moltke, relating to tactics, is about 
to begin. The book, it is said, will be in the hands 
of sellers before the middie of September. A cheap 
edition is to be published, in order that every offi- 
cer, even the poorest lieutenant, may possess Moitke’s 
ideag upon tactics. Emperor William is greatly in- 
terested in the publication. 

Tae British Government has been urging the 
Canadian Government to strengthen the defences 





of British Columbia, promising to contribute to- 
ward the expense if Canada would pay her share. 


It bas now been decided to expend $1,000,000 in put- 
ting the fortifications and land defences of British 
Columbia in a state of efficiency. The work will be 
carried out nnder the direction of the British Govy- 
eroment. An officer of the British Army has ar- 
rived in Canada to study up the facilities of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad Company to transport 
large bodies of troops across the continent in case 
of a sudden call. 


A handsome legacy in reversion has been left to 
the National Rifie Association by the late Mr. Henry 
Stephens, of Cambridge Terrace, Hyde Park, for 
the purpose of forming a fund, to be called the 
Stephens’ Priza Fund,” tobe expended by the 
Council for the “teaching of shooting at moving 
objects in any manner they may think fit, so as to 
prevent as far as pessible,a catastrophe similar to 
that at Majuba dill.”” Before the Court of Chancery 
Counsel argued for the next-of-kin of Mr. Stephens 
that the bequest was not a good charitable gift, be- 
cause it wasin effect to enable Englishmen to kill 
their enemies, and could not be a “ universal public 
charity.” Mr. Justice Kekewick decided, however, 
that the “ gift was to the advantage of the United 
Kingdom, and toall Eoglishmen, not only those who 
were likely to be shot at, but to all subjects of her 
Sajety.” and he therefore held that the bequest to 
— . R. A. must be supported as a good charitable 


THE Admiralty Gazette refers to the notable use 
made of photograpty during the siege of Paris in 
1870-71. The power of being able to photograph 
documents on a very reduced scale was made use of 
to convey by carrier pigeons upwards of 35,000 mes- 
sages and despatches on a film of gelatinous collo- 
dion, two inches long by 1% inches wide, and only 
weighing three quarters of a grain. Every pigeon 
carried 20 of these leaves rolled up and put in a 
quill. They contained matter enough to filla good 
sized volume, and yet the weight of the whole was 
only 15 grains. When the pigeon arrived at his cot 
in Paria, bis precious little burden was taken to the 
Government office, where the quill was cut open 
and the collodion leaves carefuliy extracted. The 
next process was to magnify them by means of a 
kind of magic lantern. The collodion film was fixed 
between two glass plates, and its image was thrown 
on @ white screen enlarged to such an extent that 
the characters might be read by the naked eye. The 
messa, were tnen copied and forwarded on to 
their destination. Prussian guns and hawks, the 
fogs, and the intense cold, only allowed 57 pigeons 
to return to Paris out of the 362 sent out.
